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(U) This is an execute message. The importance of 
compliance at the effective time of execution cannot be 
overstressed. It is incumbent upon all commanders that 
these instructions reach all affected subordinate units 
prior to the time of execution. Therefore, if there 
should be delays in obtaining the acknowledgment by 
subordinate units for these instructions, commanders are in¬ 
structed to employ every communication means available,, to 
include less secure means, to insure that these instructions 
are received on time by all subordinate units concerned. 

When using less secure means, some protection should be 

afforded by paraphrasing and by precluding:reference to other 

encoded messages. '• v 
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
